The statu s of the Kiel canal has b een 
settled b y the commission on the b asis 
of the freedom of u se for all nations for 
m erchant vessels or warships in time of 
peace. The canal wou ld continu e u nder 
German ownership and operation. 
The qu estion of the fortifications of 
the canal is left b y the commission 
to 
the decision of military and naval ex­ 
perts. 
The report of the commission was 
not favorab le to allowing the Belgian 
claim that special du ties b e imposed on 
German vessels. 
The report fu rther recommended that 
a gem ral conference b e held within a 
year to deal with all qu estions pertain­ 
ing to tiie navigation 
of 
international 
waterways, whieh are regarded as too 
intricate or complex, to b e settled final­ 
ly within the limited life of the peace 
conference.

—"W e have reached a crisis in the af­ 
fairs of the world,” said Secretary of 
State Rob ert Lansing at a b anquet giv­ 
en tonight b y the inter allied press club 
in honor of the American peace com­ 
missioners.

‘‘Germany has suffered b itterly, is 
suffering b itterly, and G erm any is e n ­ 
titled to suffer for w hat sho has done. 
Today starvation and w ant are the p or­ 
tions of the German people. 
Violence 
and m urder stalk through the streets of 
their great cities. 
Political institutions 
enterp rises, and the very structure of 
society are tottering. 
It is the price 
of their own evil doing, the just retrib u­ 
tion of their crimes.
